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3.  Tov/n  Treasurer  should  get  an  Order  from  the  Selectmen 
for  paj^ment  of  Notes  and  Interest  at  the  time  that  such 
Notes  or  Interest  are  paid. 

4.  All  Selectmen's  Orders  should  be  paid  by  Treasurer's 
checks  rather  than  by  cash. 

Generally  speaking,  the  accounts  of  the  above  mentioned 
officers  were  found  to  have  been  well-kept  and  in  accordance 
with  the  uniform  system  required  by  the  State  Tax  Commis- 
sion. No  shortages  or  irregularities  were  found  to  exist  in  any 
of  the  accounts.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  of  Stoddard,  N.  H. : 

The  Supermtendent  of  Schools  respectfully  submits  this 
his  first  annual  school  report.  Although  I  was  not  superin- 
tendent for  the  time  covered  by  this  report,  which  ended  June 
30th,  1933,  I  will  make  it  as  fully  as  I  can  from  the  records,  as 
I  have  been  asked  to  make  the  report. 

Miss  Marjorie  Record  entered  upon  her  second  year  as 
our  teacher.  The  school  opened  with  an  enrollment  of  17 ;  9 
boys  and  8  girls.  The  average  membership  was  12.6,  with  a 
percent  of  attendance  of  91.9,  which  is  not  a  very  good  record. 
"We  should  have  at  least  97%  attendance.  There  were  22 
cases  of  tardiness,  8  being  charged  to  one  pupil,  and  28  cases 
of  dismissal.     No  pupils  had  perfect  attendance  for  the  year. 

The  Superintendent  is  credited  with  17  visits  of  super- 
vision and  inspection,  the  school  board  with  7,  and  others  with 
69  visits.  There  must  have  been  some  pupils  attending  school 
in  other  districts,  both  high  and  elementary,  but  I  do  not  have 
that  record.

Standard  Achievement  Tests  were  given  to  15  pupils,  and 
although  too  much  dependence  should  not  be  placed  upon 
results  of  one  set  only  of  such  tests,  yet  the  results  are 
interesting. 

Twelve  of  the  15  did  as  well  as  the  average  child  ten 
months  older,  one  did  as  well  as  the  average  child  two  years 
older.  The  same  12  did  as  well  as  the  average  for  the  next 
higher  grade.  Three  did  not  do  quite  as  well  as  the  average 
for  their  age.  The  tests,  in  so  far  as  they  are  reliable,  show 
that  our  children  do  very  well  indeed. 

I  have  enjoyed  my  work  here  in  Stoddard  since  July  1st, 
1933  very  much  indeed.  The  children  are  orderly  and  studious, 
the  teacher  capable  and  earnest.  I  have  enjoyed  meetings 
with  the  School  Board,  and  hope,  as  time  passes,  to  meet  all 
the  parents.
